but get the Bre fuppretled, or perfuade thele Fools, who are 
at prefent their Readers, not.to look into it, they might Rill be 
able to keep on’ Foot, one of the moff fenfelels and injudi- 
cious Collections, that was ever offered to the World; and 
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which they had for fome time publifhed Monthly, under the 
Title of theLondon Magazine. There are a Sort of Profi- 
gate Fellows, upon whom all Correction 1s flung away ; we muff 
confefs we took our Bookfellers to have been of this Number ; we 
are glad however, to find a fmall Spark of Mode/ty in them: 
Meffieurs Cox, Clarke, and Aftley, have thought proper to have 
their Names omitted. in the Title Page of their London 
Magazine, tho’ they were never omitted in any former Ma- | 
gazines ; but tho’ thefe three honeft Bookfellers, would it feems 
decline the Glory of having their Names prefixed to their 
Jaft Performance, we conceive that we ought to drag them 
out of that Obfcurity, into which they have modeftly retreated, 
that they may each of them have his full Share of all the Re- 
putation to which they are jufily entitled. 

In the firft Place, we take the Liberty to affure them and 
their Brother Bookfellers, the Proprietors of the London-Ma- 
gazine, that all their Scurrilities, however often they may think 
fit to repeat them, will never draw.one Word of Reply from 
Mr, B----\himfelf. We know they are in Hopes, that if they 
could but get this Gentleman once to take Notice of them, it 
would ferve to keep their fenfele(s Pamphlet alive, which is now 
juft expiring. Ve will make a Remark or two upon their laft 
Performance, which they call The fine Writer Demolifhed. 
That Mr. B----ll is a fine Writer, the World 1s already 
Jenfible, and our Pofterity will perhaps fay much more of him 
than we fhall do at prefent. | 

Let us now fee how thefe Bookfellers have Demolifhed him. 

They have given _pim the opprobsrius Titles of X in the 
Spectator, The fmutty Epilogue-Writer, and, The wretched 
Tranflator of THEOPHRASTUS. 

That Mr. B----ll (when he firft came up to Town, thi he 
was then but a yery young Man) did, in Conjunéion with the 
late Mr, Addifon, and Sir Richard Steele write the Specta- 
tors (in which fo many People have had the Affurance to claim 
a Share, the’ they never wrote one Syllable of them) is very 
certain, It is as certain, that the Spe&tators wrote by Mr. 
B--—ll in the Seven fir/t Volumes are diftinguifhed by the Letter 
X, which has given our Bookfellers Room to be Witty ; and - 
that Mr. Addifon and this Gentleman, after the Spectator had 
been laid down for fome time, relumed it, and began the eighth © 
Volume, without the Afifiance, either of Sir Richard Steele, or 
of any other Perfon, All this is certainly true ; and we leave the 
ingenious 
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ingenious Proprietors of the London-Magazine to make their 
bof 

It is no lef; true, that the Epilogue which they call a {mutty 
One, has received fuch Honours from our Englith Audiences, 
as no other Epilogue ever recerved either before, or after it. 
It wasfpoke no le/s than nine Times by Mrs. Oldfield, the three 
firft Nights The Diftrefled Mother was andis fill” 
confiantly called for by the Audience, whencver that Play is 
reprefented on the Stage. It was {martly attacked, but much 
more fmartly defended, .in the Spectator Number 338 and 341. 
This Remarkable Occurrence (The Secret Hiftory of which ts 
fuffciently Curious) made that great Patron of Wit and 
Learning, the late Lord Hallifax fend for Mr. B----Il (then 
a Stranger to him) and tell him, that ¥rom thence forward, 
he muft be acquainted with him, and defired to be ranked 
among the Number of his Friends. This Epilgue may, per- 
haps, by fome People be called a {mutty one; but we will moft 
readily forgive our precife Book fellers, all their Scurrilities 
againft the Writers of the BEE, if they will but prevail upon 
ther own Hacks, to lay all their notable Heads together, and en- 
tertain the Town with fuch another fmutty Epilogue ; 77 which 
the Roguifh Hints are fo dextcroufly fbeltered under Wit and 
Learning, and feem fo naturally to flow from the Subject of 
the Play, that they never yet failed, to force a Smile from the 
feveref? Prude, 
But the Article, upon which our Modett Book/ellers hang 
the longef?, to convince the Publick that Mr. B----ll has neither 
Wit or Learning, or, that (to ufe their own Expreffion) he 1s a 
meer Drone, is his ‘Tranflation of Theophraftus. They very 
gravely tell their Readers, that this Tranflation 7s far from the 
Greek ; and then call Mr. B----ll’ a wretched Tranflator. 
It would almoft make any Man loofe his Patience to hear a Knot 
f impudent Blockheads, who, we dare fay, cannot one of 
them read Greek, pretend to Judge of a Tranflation from 
that Language: When Mr. B----Ils- Tranflation of Theo- 
Phraftus firft appeared, the celebrated Dr. Swift (tho himfelf, 
and Mr, B----!1 were at that time of different Parties) fent 
bim a Letter containing a wery handfome Compliment upon 
his Tranflation: Mr. ‘Addifon has likewife declared his Opi- 
non of this Tranflation; and that Great Man 1s well known to 
ave been fo extreamly Jealous of his own Reputation, © 
that no Conftderation could have made him fay any thing 
Print, for which he apprehended his Judgment might be called 
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Opinion of this Tranflation for two Reafons: Firlt, becaufe we 


are fenfible nothing can give more Pleafure, than the Writings 
of this excellent Perfon, efpecially upon Critical Learning ; 
and Secondly, becaufe we believe nothing can more thoroughly 
mortify the Knot of Blockheads, whom we have once more 
condcfcended to take Notice of. 

When the Tranflation of Theophraftus was fir/? published 
Mr. Addifon. Sir Richard Steele, and Mr. B----!] were en- 
gaged in a Weekly Paper, called, The Lover: Jn one of 
thefe Papers Mr. Addifon chofe to give the World his Opinion 
of the Characters of Theophraftus, and of the Englifh [ran- 
flation of them. His Fudgment of both may be feen in the 2924 
Page of the 4th Volume of his Works in Quarto, and ts 45

Bookfeller, which I found to be The Charaéters of Theo- 
phraitus, tranflated from the Greek into Englifh, by Mr. 
Budgell. | | 

It was with me, as I believe it will be with all who look 
into this Tranflation ; when I had begun to perufe it, I 
could not lay it by, until I had gone through the whole 
Book ; and was agreeably furprifed to meet with a Chapter 
init, entitled, 4 difcontented Temper, which gives a livelier 
-Pi@ure of my Coufin Wormwood, than that which I was draw- 
ing for him myfelf, It is as follows, | 


CHAP. XVII. Adifcontented Temper. 


‘ A difcontented Temper, is a Frame of Mind which fets 
‘a Man upon complaining without Reafon, When one of 
‘ his Neighbours who makes an Entertainment, fends a Ser- 
‘ vant to fucha Manwith a Plate of any Thing that is Nice, 
‘What, fays he, your Mafter did not think me good enough 
‘ to dine with him 2? He complains of his Miftrefs at the 
* very fame time fhe is careffing him ; and when fhe redoubles 
her Kiffes and Endcarments, J wif/h, fays he, all this came 
* from your Heart. In a dry Seafeon he grumbles for want 
‘of Rain, and when a Shower falls, mutters to himfelf, 
“Why could not this have come fooner ? If he happens to find 
‘a Purfe of Money, Had it been a Pot of Gold, fays he, it 
' wold have been worth looping for. He takes a deal of Pains 
to beat down the Price of a Slave ; and after he has paid 
his Money for him, Jam fure, fays he, Thou art good for 


nothing, or I fhould not have had thee fo Cheap. .Whena 


eflenger comes with great Joy to acquaint him that his 
Wile is brought to bed of a Son, he anfwers, That is as 
much as to Jays Friend, I ain poorer by. half ta Day than I 
was Yefterday. Though he has gained a Caufe with full 
Cofts and Damages, he complains that his Council did not 
infift upon the moft material Points. If after any Mis- 
fortune has befallen him, his Friends raife a voluntary 
‘ Contribution for him, and defire him to be merry, How 
_ {that poffible, {ays he, when I am to pay every one of you 

his Money again, and be obliged to you into the Bargain a 
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The Inftances of 2 difcontented Temper which Theophra/tus 
has here made ufe of, like thofe which he fingles out to 
iuftrate the Reft of his Characters, are chofen with the 
ereateft Nicety, and full of Humour. His Strokes are al- 
ways fine and exquifite, and tho’ they are not fometimes 
violent enough to affect the Imagination of a coarfe Reader, 
cannot but give the higheft Pleafure to every Man of a re- 
fined Tafte, who has a thorough Infight into Human Na- 
ture. 

As for the Tranflation, I have never feen any of a profe 
Author which has pleafed me more. “The Gentleman, who 
has obliged the Publick with it, has followed the Rule which 
fforace has laid down for Tranflators, by preferving every 
where the Life and Spirit of his Author, without fervilely 
copying after him Word for Word. This is what the French, 
who have moft diftinguifhed themfelves by Performances of 
this Nature, fo often inculcate, when they advife a Tranflator 
fo find out fuch particular Elegancies in his own Tongue 
as bear fome Analogy to thofe he fees in the Original, and 
to exprefs himfelf by fuch Phrafes as his Author would have 
made ufe of, had he written in the Language into which he 
is tranflated. By this Means, as well as by throwing in a 
fucky Word, or fhort Circumftance, the Meaning of The:- 
phraftus is all along explained, and the Humour very_ often 
carried to a greater Height. A Tranflator, who does not 
thus confider the different Genius of the two Languages in 
which he is concerned, with fuch parallel Turns of Thought 
and Expreffion as correfpond with one another in both of 
them, may value himfelf upon being a atthful Interpreter 5 
but in Works of Wit and Humour will never do Fufiice to 
his Author, or Credit to himfelf. | | 
As this is every where a judicious and a reafonable Li- 
berty, I fee no Chapter in Theophraftus where it has been fo 
much indulged, and in which it was fo abfolutely neceflarv, 
as in the Character of the Slven. I find the Tranflator 
himfelf, though he has taken Pains to qualify it, is ftill 
apprehenfive, that there may be fomething too grofs in the 
Defcription, Tie Reader will fee with how much Del- 
cacy he has touched upon every Particular, and caft into 
ea he every Thing that was fhocking in fo naufcous 2 

igure,

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is the Burthen of Mother Osborne’s Reveries, for feveral 

Weeks paft; who hath done us the Honour to acknowledge 
that our Writings have lately had fome Effect, and exerts 
all the little Pathos in her Power to fet the People of England 
together by the Ears about Shadows, that her good Patron 
may have an Opportunity of running away withthe Sué- 
france, and efcaping with Impunity. But I have the Plea-

We are frequently told by the Court Writers, that our 
prefent Misfortunes and Difturbances are ewing to the Gex- 
tlemen in the Oppofition; and if they would pleafe te explain 
Themfelves, I don’t know whether They are altogether in 
the Wrong ; for if They reckon the Lofs of the E-xcife. Bill 

-amongft the Misfortunes of the Times, I am ready to grant 

that it was intirely owing to the pertinacious Oppofition of 
thefe Gentlemen. J muft likewife acknowledge, that They 
have lately been very officious in their Endeavours to reduce 
our Army, Debts and Taxes; to difcover Freuds in great 
Companies, and to punifh the Authorsof them; to prevent 
Corruption, Stockjobbing and all Mdifapplications of the publick 
Money ; befides other Attempts, which have made a good deal 
of Noife in the Kingdom, and perhaps given fome Diftur- 
bance to a certain Gentleman.

And when Money is {0 appropriated by 
Parliament, the King can no more take it than he can take 
Money tmmediatrly out of his Subjects Pockets. Money, 
tho’ raifed in perpetuity, yet, if applied annually by Parliament

not the King’s Money) can no more affe&t the Con/fitution, 
than if the Money was raifed annually; as we fee in the 
Duttes which are laid in perpetuity, hut yet applied and ap- 
propriated.

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But -to what hard Shifts and Neceffities mut Men be

nual Apprepriation which would have been made of this 
Money by Parliament, what an. infignificant thing is the 
Sum it felf tobe raifed!

readily owned the Child, and charged the Gentleman’s eldeft Sor 
both with being the Father of it, and that he had prevailed with her 
to truft him with it, under Pretence of carrying it out of the Houle 
to a Nurfe at fome Diftance; upon which the Coroner’s Inquetft have 
brought in their Verdi Wi}ful Murder againft the young Gentleman; 
and he has thought proper to leave the Country thereupon.
